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Vandals 
caught on 
window 
rampage 

TWO teenagers were caught in the act of breaking 
the glass doors to Crewkerne Aqua Centre just after 
midnight on Saturday, January 9th. 

It is believed they were also responsible for break¬ 
ing the glass doors and windows of the Co-operative 
store in Falkland Square on the same night. 

The Mayor of Crewkerne Councillor Neil Sturtivant, 
who is also manager of the Aqua Centre, was apalled 
at the amount of damage which he said was the 
worst suffered in the 13-year history of the the prop¬ 
erty. 

He commented: "This sort of thing is so frustrating, 
it's not just the money - yes we have insurance but 
we still have to pay an excess and then the premiums 
go up - but it's the time as well. I was called here at 
midnight and stayed until 4.30am sorting everything 
out. 

"They had broken the external and internal doors. I 
swept up the glass and then the staff and volunteers

went over it again in the morning. You have to be so 
careful with glass, especially somewhere like the 
Aqua Centre. It got in my shoes and I found it in my 
office. At least safety glasss breaks with smooth edges 
so it shouldn't cut you but I was still very careful. 

"The police were very good and dealt with the sit¬ 
uation quickly. They did catch them and they were on 
our CCTV, but these teenagers were old enough to 
know better. They need to be accountable and made 
to realise the the effect of their actions. 

It wouldn't have take much more for us to have had 
to close, then there would have been 50 -100 very un¬ 
happy people the next morning. What if they had all 
gone around to their house to complain to the par¬ 
ents? 

"This was toughened glass, as was the glass at the 
Co Op so it takes some effort to break. It wasn't just a 
casual kick, there was real effort involved. If these 
teenagers have issues, they need to be addressed."

WATCH out, Paddington! Following the advertising campaign we were all reminded that he hated 
Marmite and loved Marmalade, but statistics released by The Grocer show that the nations affections 
lie elsewhere when it comes to breakfast time. Marmalade sells have fallen this year - and fallen badly. 

This might not come as a great surprise to anyone who has opened their eyes in a petrol station in 
the last decade as you will have noticed the rise of the cereal bar, the 'in-store bakery' croissant or the 
lumbering mass of cheese, bacon and pastry keeping warm in an oven. Whilst breakfast cereals used 
to look convenient next to the early morning creation of porridge or such like, compared to pre¬ 
wrapped offerings next to coffee makers en route to work they are positively the enemy of the lie in! 
Where toast and marmalade fall in all this convenience is evident by the statistics. 

Although there is another part of the jigsaw. Despite the fact that the amount of the orange stuff 
sold fell by about 2.5 million standard jars this last year, I do wonder what percentage of this was ac¬ 
counted for the rise of the home artisan? Whilst I imagine the percentage is tiny, perhaps there is a 
growing minority out there who perhaps love Marmalade so much that they make their own. 

I am such a person. Only last night my kitchen, full of the smell of oranges, turned out 14lbs of bit¬ 
tersweet golden breakfast condiment and it shall last me for the whole year. I made about the same 
quantity last January and am just finishing the remnants of the final 1 lb jar. I am a total marmalade 
lover, but never buy it. 

If you've never made marmalade then there is no time like the present - literally! You require a special 
type of orange called a Seville. They are available in the shops now and won't be for much longer. 
With a season of about 6 weeks, you have to be quick. I bought mine from Bower Hinton Farm Shop, 
although keep your eyes out in any good greengrocers. Don't be tempted to eat them raw, by the 
way. They are foul! But used for marmalade, they are simply delicious. 

Making marmalade seems fiddly, but don't be put off. It will be easier than the recipe will make it 
seem. The crucial thing is that you keep the pips for soaking, otherwise you won't achieve a set. But 
a preserving panned muslin bag, plus a bunch of Sevilles, sugar and a lemon will be enough to get 
you going. This year, 

I've added Glenfid- 
dich whisky (thanks 
for the Christmas 
present, Nan!) and 
root ginger for that 
extra breakfast 
punch! 

So why not make 
marmalade? It might 
not do the statistics 
any good, but you 
won't be disap¬ 
pointed-especially if 
you get up ten min¬ 
utes earlier to make 
toast!

THE CHOUGHS HOTEL in Chard is one of an in¬ 
creasingly rare breed of traditional English pubs, 
steeped in history and atmosphere, a local's local. 

It boasts a low-beamed fireplace, dated 1644, said 
to be haunted, and found to contain a tiny coffin 
with the remains of a bird, identified as a Chough. 

Landlords Jason and Marie Baker have been at the 
pub for eight years with their family, and pride 
themselves on the friendly atmosphere, providing a 
well- stocked bar and good honest food, prepared by Marie and her mother Di. 

No nouvelle cuisine tiny portions that empty your pocket without filling your stomach, this traditional 
pub expects its customers to bring traditional appetites and caters accordingly, without breaking the bank. 

The daytime-only menu is straightforward and caters for the average family, consisting of real pub fare 
with quality local meat, not only keeping the local economy going but doing their bit for that all important 
carbon footprint. Even the bangers are from The Sausage Shed in Stembridgeand quality faggots from Bon¬ 
ners in llminster. There are vegetarian alternatives such as Stilton and Vegetable Crumble and the Soup of 
the Day is always vegetarian. 

There is nothing on the menu over £8 and there are special weekday deals for over 60s who can have a 
two course meal, either starter and main or main and sweet for £4.25, Monday to Friday from 12-2pm. 

A traditional Sunday roast with a choice of local roast meats, roast potatoes, carrots, peas and seasonal 
vegetable of the day together with Yorkshire pudding and gravy will set you back only £4.25 and is served 
from 12-2pm. 

During the rest of the week you can dine anytime from 10.30am until 4pm with English favourites such as 
All-day Breakfast, Cottage Pie, Fish and Chips, Giant Yorkshire pudding filled with Sausage Mash and Peas 
with lashings of gravy, Steak and Chips or Beef and Ale pie. There is also a range of lighter options and a 
take-away menu of burgers, bacon or sausage baguettes and chips. The children's menu not only includes 
the usual sausages, burgers and fish fingers, but soup of the day with garlic bread and baked potatoes with 
a range of fillings. 

Twenty-year-old Jessie Cooper who works behind the bar often eats there herself with her parents and 
said:"The lasagne is really good but if I come in for lunch with my family and have to start work at three, it's

too big for me to eat. I can't move behind the bar!" 

It's not just about the food, though, many old pubs have had to sell their souls 
to become eateries and lost their sense of being a community meeting place. 
The Choughs still has a long bar with stools where patrons can enjoy a quiet pint 
over their paper or chat to the staff, and small tables for gathering with friends. 
There is a jukebox with everything from classical to pop and slot machines. It 
has retained all the traditional bar entertainment with a comfortable pool play¬ 
ing area and separate dart board area either side of the front door, with a skittle 
alley doubling as a function room to the rear, used by the Rotary Club of Chard 
for their weekly meetings. 

The family maintain the old building well, in all its glory for the public, while 
dealing with higgledy-piggledy family rooms upstairs, without a straight floor 



or wall between them and "the visitors" who are notorious for moving their keys 
around. 

It is said the notorious Judge Jeffries stayed there when he was executing peo¬ 
ple. In their living room, Marie said they had to move their large fish tank to the 
opposite side of the room as the fish would all die. Once on the opposite wall 
there was no problem. In one room the lights constantly flickered, even though 
the electrics had been checked, and the family dog used to bark at one of the 
two radiators constantly. 

The wall adjoining the building next door which was rebuilt after a great fire 
in Chard often smells of smoke. Shoes are said to go missing and the two young 
daughters have both seen and heard things, the eldest said she had seen a 
knight on the back stairs and will no longer go there. 

There have been many mysterious sounds and figures seen by the family but 
no one has ever come to harm and the pub retains a cosy feel with its low ceil¬ 
ings and old beams. 

A team from the television series"Most Haunted"spent a night at The Choughs 
in 2004 and other paranormal investigation teams have visited since, with vary¬ 
ing results to their investigations.
